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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Yoiu-  l>(t;inl  A\(!iil<l  report  that,  diiriiij;  the  past  year,  the 
affairs  of  tlie  Keiitiu-ky  lustitiitioii  for  the  Education  of  the 
lilind  have,  as  usual,  beeu  inaiiaj;ed  with  a  sole  regard  for  the 
welfare  of  its  pupils. 

Their  })ro<>ress  has  heeu  eouuueudable,  aud  such  as  to  reflect 
the  highest  credit  upon  their  teachers,  who.  have  been  earnest, 
faithful  and  devoted.  A  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the  Institution 
and  harmony  with  each  other  has  pervaded  all  the  officials  and 
employes  of  the  school. 

Til  the  middle  of  the  school  session,  AVilliam  Heniy  Outland, 
a  little  bov  from  Callowav  count v,  was  stricken  with  tubercular 
meningitis  and  died  after  a  bric^f  illness  of  a  week.  His  gentle 
nature  and  sweet  disposition  endeared  him  alike  to  teachers 
and  schoolmates. 

The  regular  courses  in  the  studies  pertaining  to  the  common 
school  gTades,  preliminary  to  the  High  School,  have  been  fol- 
lowed in  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Blind.  To  this  is 
added  the  veiw  complete  course  in  music,  planned  to  extend 
over  fifteen  years.  This  comprises  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
acoustics,  the  principles  of  tuning,  history  of  music,  harmony, 
thorough  bass,  counteiiioint  and  composition. 

Every  boy  receives  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  simple  tools 
of  the  carpenter;  and  every  girl  is  taught  to  sew  by  hand  and 
by  machine,  and  many  of  them  become  skilled  enough  to  cut 
out  and  make  their  own  dresses. 

Broom  making,  simple  upholsteiw,  hammock  netting,  mop 
making  and  cane-work  is  taught  to  the  boys. 

The  advanced  pupils  are  taught  the  use  of  the  typewriter, 
and  become  skilled  in  its  use.  It  is  the  best  apparatus  for 
teaching  how  to  Avrite  English  that  we  have  ever  used. 

Special  attention  is  also  given  to  physical  training,  under 
the  guidance  of  a  gTaduatc  of  Dr.  Sargent's  School. 

The  most  interesting  part  of  the  school  work  has  been  that 
concerue<l  ^^•itll  the  out-door  sports  of  the  boys. 

Mention  was  made  in  our  last  report  of  the  formation  of

two  baseball  nines  and  an  athletic  team;  since  then  a  football 
eleven  has  been  organized  that  has  won  some  games  when 
matched  with  similar  teams  from  seHi'ing-  schools,  and  in  their 
latest  game  with  the  Fresliman  team  from  the  ^Mannal  Train- 
ing High  School,  they  held  them  down  to.  a  tie  game,  neither 
side  scoring. 

In  the  second  contest  of  the  athletic  team  with  the  Junior 
team  from  the  Young  Men's  Oliristiau  Association,  in  tield 
sports,  comprising  a  running  dash  of  50  yards  and  of  75  yards, 
a  sack  race,  an  egg  race,  standing  brctad  and  high  jnmj>,  walk- 
ing, jumping  from  a  spring  board,  tug-of-war,  and  rope  climbing, 
our  hoys  won  with  a  final  score  of  53  to  37.  The  time  for  their 
oO-vard  dash  was  G 1-5  seconds;  for  the  75-vard  dash  9  3-5 
seconds.  Their  standing  high  jump  was  4  feet,  8  inches;  and 
their  standing  broad  jump  was  8  feet,  10l^  inches. 

The  opportunities  thus  afforded  to  our  boys  of  measuring 
themselves  with  seeing  children  of  their  own  age,  in  their  sports 
and  games,  has  been  of  incalculable  value  to  them.  It  has 
developed  a  sense  of  manliness,  of  self-reliance,  of  unity  of 
purpose  and  action,  of  prompt,  cheerful  and  unquestioning- 
obedience,  of  loyalty  to  one  another  and  to  the  school;  and  it 
has  been  to  them  genuine  sport  and  play.  They  have  formed 
a  high  standard  of  fair  play  and  courtesy  to  their  opponents, 
and  have  enjoyed  all  the  fun  that  seeing  boys  have  from  those 
things,  even  to  their  own  school  yell. 

Tlie  various  incidents  of  their  school  life  have  been  illus- 
trated in  the  pictures  preceding  and  following  this  report. 

The  statement  of  the  comparative  cost  per  capita  of  the 
various  schools  for  the  blind  in  the  Ignited  States  as  given  in 
the  United  States  Census,  shows  Kentu<^ky  among  those  States 
spending  the  least  upon  the  education  of  their  blind  children. 

The  general  per  capita  is  |280.00  a  year;  our  per  capita  is 
$221.00. 

This  economy  of  management  is  due  to  a  simple  form  of  ad- 
ministration, witlnnit  superfluous  salaried  officers,  to  an  interest, 
ed  local  Board  of  Trustees,  serving  without  pay,  to  the  fact  that 
the  Institution  has  ever  been  free  from  malign  political  in- 
fluence, under  which  conditions  it  possesses  a  corps  of  skilled 
and  experienced  employes,  devoted  to  their  work  and  loyal 
to  the  Institution. 
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Moreover,  it  has  lived  always  w  ithin  its  means  and  paid  cash 
for  all  its  purc-hases,  and  re<j;arded  efficiency  as  the  highest 
econoinv. 

AMiile  yonr  Board  has  seen  to  the  best  possible  disbursement 
of  tlie  funds  of  the  Institution,  they  have  long-  been  a\Mire  that 
the  revenue  is  entirely  inadeqimte  to  the  work  of  properly  main- 
taining  the  school,  either  in  the  care  of  the  property  or  in 
placing  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  school  in  line 
with  the  best  schools  of  the  kind  elsewhere  in  our  country. 

The  increased  cost  of  all  articles  needed  for  the  use  of  the 
school  and  the  growth  in  the  number  of  pupils  has  rendered 
insufficient  the  sum  that  in  1870  was  considered  ample.  In 
that  year,  the  annual  appropriation  was  enlarged  from  six  to 
ten  thousand  dollars  a  year.  The  time  has  come  when  this 
should  1h^  increased  to  lifteen  thousand  a  vear,  as  the  school 
is  now  three  times  as  large  as  in  1870. 

Y(mr  Board  is  informed  that  no  aid  in  the  shape  of  a  special 
ap])ropi'iatioii  has  been  asked  of  the  Legislature  since  1888. 
This  was  made  neeessary  by  the  fixing  of  the  grade  of  the  street 
in  front  of  tiie  school;  and  the  Legislature  made  the  grant  to 
reconstruct  the  approach  to  the  building,  to  build  a  stone  wall 
along  the  front  of  the  grounds,  and  to  renovate  the  steam 
heating  apparatus. 

For  the  one  hundred  pupils  in  average  attendance  in  the 
Avliite  department,  only  four  literary  teachers  are  at  present 
employed.  One  of  the  wisest  and  most  experienced  of  the  teach- 
ers of  the  blind  in  this  country,  for  nearly  thirty  years  in 
charge  of  the  jMassachusetts  School  for  the  Blind,  said  at  the 
meeting  of  the  American  dissociation  of  Instructors  of  the 
Blind,  at  St.  Louis:  "Six  pupils  is  the  proper  number  for 
a,  teacher  of  the  blind  to  teach  at  one  time.  Under  stress  of 
circumstances,  this  may  be  increased  to  ten — but  to  the  detri- 
ment of  all — while  any  number  over  this  is  an  abomination.'' 

Tiie  blind  can  not  learn  by  seeing  how  others  do  things;  but 
eacli  one  must  receive,  in  turn,  personal  instruction  from  the 
teacher. 

To  Iceep  the  Kentucky  School  among  the  first  in  the  country, 
we  must  have  more  teachers,  and  must  keep  renewed  our  edu- 
cational appliances,  and  procure  every  new  aid  that  promises 
to  be  of  ser^'ice  in  our  arduous  task. 
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To  do  this^  a  larger  income  is  imi>erative;  and  we  feel  tliat 
we  do  not  a])pral  in  vain  to  an  enlij;Utoned  Legislature  to  enable 
ns  to  do  the  best  that  is  possible  for  the  edncation  of  the 
blind  wards  of  the  State  under  our  charge. 

Tlie  erection  of  a  central  power  house,  to  supply  heat  and 
electric  light  to  all  the  four  building-s  on  the  grounds,  would 
doubtless  be  of  gTeat  convenience  and  economy. 

It  has  been  found  so  in  all  the  other  State  institutions,  and 
for  that  reason  we  do  not  think  that  the  Kentucky  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  situated  in  the  State's  largest  city,  should  fail 
to  be  a  model  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  all  it-s  appointments.

counts to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  A  summary  of 
these  statements  is  herewith  appended.

111  almost  cA'ery  State  in  our  I'liioii,  there  are  free  schools 
for  the  various  defc  ctive  classes. 

Kentucky  estahlislu d  her  scluiol  for  the  blind  in  1842,  beina* 
the  eiiihth  school  of  the  kind  in  the  country.  Tliere  ar(^  now 
forty-two  of  such  schools  in  the  United  States,  in  \\hich  were 
trained  last  year  4,358  blind  children,  of  whc'in  142  were  in 
the  Keiitucky  School  for  the  Blind  at  Louisville.  The  purpose 
of  the  State  in  f(uinding  the  sehool  Avas  to  i>ive  to  the  child 
with  defective  sijj!.lit  as  <i<>od  an  education  as  is  ottered  to  the 
seeing-  child,  and,  in  addition,  to  g-jve  it  instruction  in  manual 
training. 

In  1884,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  providing-  for 
the  addition  of  a  department  in  a  separate  building,  and  dis- 
tinct from  the  whites,  for  the  education  of  the  colored  blind 
cliildrc  11  of  the  State. 

In  carrying  out  the  ])ur])oses  of  the  fonmhrs  (;f  this  puVdic 
school  for  the  blind,  tlie  Board  has  end(av<;red  to  meet  the 
expectations  of  a  wise  and  beueticent  public  sentiment.  They 
have  tried  to  follow  in  the  line  first  marked  out  bv  those  enii- 
nent  men  who  founded  and  for  many  years  guided  the  progress 
of  the  school.  AN'itli  this  end  in  view,  they  have  secured  skillful 
and  devoted  teachers,  good  and  faithful  servants,  im])roved 
educational  appliances,  and  have  provided  that  the  children 
under  their  control  shall  be  properly  and  kindly  cared  for  in 
respect  to  their  food,  their  shelter,  their  clothing  and  their 
health,  thus  providing  the  advantages  of  a  liigh-class  boarding 
school,  free  of  cost,  for  all  blind  ciiildren. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  about  70  i)er  cent,  of  the  blind 
children  of  Kentucky,  between  the  teachable  ages  of  six  and 
sixteen  years  of  age,  are  growing  up  in  ignorance,  without  any 
share  in  the  great  advantages  so  freely  offered  by  the  State. 

The  American  idea  for  a  school  for  the  blind  is  as  far  re- 
moved from  its  being  an  asylum,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  is 
from  its  being  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  eyes, 
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on  the  other  hand.  Its  work  Is  sitriotly  educational,  and  it  isi 
estal)li!<hed,  not  out  of  charity  for  the  afflicted,  but  from 
a  sense  of  justice  that  recognizes  the  fact  that,  under  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  Goveranient,  a  free  education  is  the  birthright  of 
every  child  in:  the  republic. 

A  blind  child,  or  one  witli  defective  sight,  should  be  sent 
to  school  as  soon  as  it  can  get  along  without  a  nurse,  say  at 
six  or  seven  vears  of  age.  Everv  vear's  delay  after  that  time 
renders  the  task  of  its  education  more  difficult  and  incomplete. 
From  the  moment  it  reaches  the  school,  the  sense  of  touch  has 
to  be  persistently  trained.  The  kindergarten,  with  its  great 
variety  of  devices  and  einployment  for  busy  fingers,  is  of  ines- 
tinmble  value  for  this  purpose,  and  the  work  done  by  the  chil- 
dren in  this  department  arrests  the  attention  and  excites  the 
admiration  of  the  most  careless  visitor. 

After  the  kindergarten,  the  child  studies  things  and  models 
of  things;  and,  in  its  study  of  geogTaphy,  models  in  sand  and 
clay,  the  surface  of  his  State  and  county,  and  the  grand  di- 
visions of  the  globe;  lie  is  taught  to  read  and  write  and  cipher; 
he  studies  grammar,  histori',  natural  philosophy  and  all  the 
branches  of  a  good  education.  If  he  has  any  musical  ability, 
it  is  scientifically  and  sedulously  cultivated,  for  it  is  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  art  of  music  that  he  can  compete  with  his  seeing 
comrades  on  more  equal  terms  than  in  any  other  occupation. 

He  is  also  given  instruction  in  the  work-shop,  where  he  learns 
to  cane  chairs,  make  brooms  and  practice  simple  upholstery, 
such  as  the  repairing  of  lounges  and  the  manufacture  of  mat- 
tresses. If  he  is  capable  of  learning  it,  he  is  taught  the  art 
of  piano  tuning,  in  which  art  several  of  our  graduates  have 
obtained  well-deserved  success.  Graduates  of  our  school  are 
in  charge  of  the  music  departments  in  the  school  for  the  blind 
in  Louisiana  and  Arkansas. 

The  girls  are  carefully  taught  tlie  use  of  the  needle  and  learn, 
as  they  progress,  how  to  .patcli  and  darn  and  mend,  how  to  knit, 
how  to  use  the  sewing  machine  and  Iioav  to  cut  out,  fit  together 
and  make  their  own  garments. 

In  this  course  of  s-tudy  and  development,  extending  over  eight 
or  ten  years,  the  blind  child  gains  a  confidence  in  his  own 
power  that  enables  it  to  ov  ercome,  to  a  great  extent,  the  natural 
awkAvardness  of  blindness.    It  has  become  a  youth  of  intelli- 
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gence,  an  a«»Teeable  coiupaiiioii,  a  self-ivspectinji;,  independcut 
person,  familiar  with  current  events,  witli  a  well  trained  mind, 
and  familiar  with  the  amenities  of  civilized  life.  He  is,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  prepared  to  earn  a  living  for  himself. 

To  withhold  from  a  blind  child  such  opportunities  is  a  serious 
mistake,  while  no  greater  kindness  can  be  shown  such  a  child 
than  to  secure  for  it  the  advantages  of  an  education.  The  school 
year  begins  the  second  Wednesday  in  September  and  closes  the 
second  Wednesday  in  June,  and,  at  the  close,  the  children  are 
returned  to  their  homes,  as  it  is  the  desire  of  the  trustees  to 
maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  home  ties  of  the  child. 

The  members  of  the  Board  will  gladly  correspond  with  any 
person  who  wishes  to  learn  more  of  the  school,  or  who  desires 
to  learn  how  to  proceed  to  have  a  child  admitted  to  the  school.

FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  BLIND. 
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Terms  of  Admission. 

In  respect  to  the  forms  to  go  tliroiigh  to  secure  tlie  admission 
of  a  cliikl  to  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the 
Blind,  it  is  only  required  that  the  child  be  of  so  defective  vision 
as  to  be  unable  to  get  an  education  in  the  ordinal^  schools;  that 
it  be  of  good  health  and  sound  mind,  and  within:  the  ages  of 
six  and  eighteen,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Institution 
is  neither  a  hospital  or  an  asylum.  If  the  child  is  destitute,  the 
fact  should  be  so  certified  by  the  county  judge,  and  in  that  case 
clothing  will  be  provided.  No  charge  is  made  for  board  or 
tuition.  The  school  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  June.  Pupils  will  l>e  admitted  at  any  time,  Avithin  these 
dates,  but  they  are  much  benefitted  by  beginning  promptly  at 
the  first  of  the  session.  The  children  all  return  to  their  homes 
in  the  summer. 

If  fuller  information  is  desired,  it  may  l>e  had  from  the  Super- 
intendent or  from  any  of  the  trustees,  who  will  cheerfully  cor- 
respond with  any  person  wishing  to  place  a  blind  child  in  the 
Institution.
